Page 112 - Silencing A Loudmouth. Another interesting l-page
"war story''.

Page 134 - Ferrets In Action. This is a pretty fast summary on
3 or 4 pages about the number of airmen and the US aircraft
which were shot down, etc., by the Soviets or their satellites
from January 1950 through May 1964,

Page 155 - Modern Radar Deception. This 10-page description
does a good job in very simple terms of laying out the basics
STATINTL ofl |endeavors; however, the material could be
found in any ECM-ECCM book.

Page 184 - Chinese Atom Bomb. This half page tale tells how
intelligence experts watched Chinese nuclear developments
based on U-2 and A-11 photography.

Page 188 - Cosmos Satellites and Samos Satellites. Fairly

interesting with Samos photographic resolution given on page
190 as two feet.
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Page 200 - Reading Windowpanes., The last chapter is on
bugging, and this one paragraph is typical of the material.
